I beg to report that at 6.50 p.me on 
December 27 I was invited by one Yen Feng San 
to the latter‘s house at Sin Kai Woo. when I 
arrived there I saw more than 20 men in the house. 
I wes then taken by them te: Room Ho. 28 of the Lee 
Eang lodging house in the neighbourhood of sin Kai 
Woo, where I was detained. a 10 a.m. on the 
following morning they aaked me to go to a teashop. 
When they tock mp into Ghinese Territory they called 
@ policeman who accompanied us to the shanghai 
District Court. Ubon erriving at the Gourt the 
ccmpleinant informed the Gourt that I have 
fraudulently claimed to be a compradore of a steamer 
belonging to the Butterfield & Swire & Oo. I to1a 
the Court that some time in the month of my wr. 
danieson, British Consul, introduced me to the 
Butterfield & gwire & Go. and Jardine & Matheson & C0 es 
and documente referring to this are now on file for 
reference purposes. 

The Court then told m= that if the British 
Oonsul will testify my statement I shall be released,

C.D.S.I. Vooge Pah Zung called at the Chinese city Court | 
on December 30th, 1929, for C.D.C. 92 Lan Yui Mung’s "Warrant 
Card", but tie authorities there would not hand over same to 
him until a foreigner made application for it. This infor- 
mation was forwarded to you on the morning of December 3lst., 
1929, and I understand Tan Zau Liang of the Chine:e Intelli- 
gence Office has been instructed to ake the necessary appli- 
cation. : 

C.D.C. 134 Yoons Shih Foo went to interview Yoong liai 3 
Nan (Aba), compradore of Butterfield & Swire, The French 
Burd, at his office at latter address on Decenber Slst., 1929, 
re C.D.C. 92 Lan Yui Mung. Tlie informed him that Lan Yui Mung 
hac siven great assistance to the foreign co:amunity in Szee 


chuen during the trouble in 1925, consequently ne had to leave 
as the Chinese were taking up a danverous attitude against hii. 


ie left and came to Shanghai eventually. lire W. F. JHBnstone, 
then the manager of the above shippin:: coupany'ts Branch in 
Szechuen,wrote a letter to the manager of the Shanhai Branch 
to give Lan Yui Mung a position.

Sir, 


I beg to report that C.D.C. 92 Lan Yui Mung failed to ° 
appear at the Special Criminal Branch office on the morning 
of December 28th, 1929. C.D.C. 1 Cnang “au Ching was sent 
to the aforemanticned detective's home at No.586 Yunnan Road 
to inquire for him. 

C.D.C. 1 Chang Sau Ching did not find him at his home, 
but ascertained from the Chinese who live'there that he had 
been arrested by the Frencin Police on the afternoon of Dee 
ce: ber 27, 1929.6 

Enquiries were made at the French Police, but it Was 
discovered he had not been arrested by them. 

It was later ascertained that a Chinese named Nyi Voong 
San (fe fy ) living at 0.37 French Bund detained C.D.C. 92 


Lan Yui Mung at the latter address on his owm authority on 
December 27, 1925, about 7 pele, and then took hin to the Chi- 


nese District Court, Chinese City, em Dec. 29,1929, for Fraud. 


From enquiries made from Nyi Voong San it was ascert:in- 
ed that C.D.C. 92 Lan Yui Mung between april 1329 and October 
1929 had collected over $2000 from 41 Chinese as guarantee 
money for jobs on the 3/8” “owned by Butterfield & 
Swire. He had informed those Chinese tiat he was coampradore 
on this particular steamship and had got his position throuzn 
the British Consul. This they beiieved, because he was seen 
to go several times to the British Consulate. However, on 
the Chinese Festival of the 8th moon(September 17th 1929) when

My dear Martin, 

I spoke to you on the telephone a 
day or two ago about one Lui (Lei) Yu Men. I 
will send him around to you with a chit ina 
day or two, but in the meanwhile the following 
are some details about him:- 

2. He was Captain of the Lung Men Hao 
(Chungking) "T'uan" or militia, at the time of 
the disturbances of 1925 resulting from the 
Shanghai May 30th affair. (Lung Men Hao, as 
you probably know, is the suburb of Chungking 
on the river bank opposite the town, where most 
of the British mercantile community resicej. 
It was, to a considerable extent, due to Luli 


(Lei) Yu Men that we did not have a really 
serious/

serious affair at Lung Men Hao. He took consider- 
able risk and intervened frequently on behalf of the 
British community. His action was, no doubt, 
partly influenced by the fact that he and his militia 
were subsidized by the British firms who had property 
at that place. 
3. After things had quietened down in the 
autumn of 1925, he was deprived of his post as Capt- | 
ain of the militia owing to his friendliness to us. 
An attempt was also made to murder him for the same 
reason. Various British firms 41d their best to 
give him employment, but on each occasion he proved 
to be too big for his boots and he had to leave. 
4. As to his subsequent history, I am not too 
clear. I know that various concerns, Mackenzie 
and Company, Asiatic Petroleum Company, Butterfield 
and Swire and Jardine Matheson and Company have tried 
to help him from time to time with money or other- 
wise. Late in 1927 he appeared again in Chungking

and I got hima job as Staff Officer to one of the 
local Generals. 4s far as I can understand his 
story, he had to resig his post owing to the old 
threats to himself. One of his friends was murdéer- 
ed, and he was given a strong hint that if he stayed 
at Chungking the same thing would happen to him. 

At any rate, whatever was the cause of his leaving, I 
understand that he will not go back to Chungking on 
any account. He has addressed various petitions 

to the British firms; to ourselves; to the Secretary 
of State for Foreign Affairs and, I rather gather, 

to yourselves (letter of June lst 1929 to "British 
Consul), trying to get employment. Hence this letter 
to you. 


5. He is a Szechuanese; I gather largely 


illiterate; and on his record, apart from the services

he rendered at Lung Men Hao, his work is not too re-

liable. His merits are that he is a good executive
